steel manufacturing is supposed 
to be a job for men. But scan the 
list of stockholders in the Corri- 
gan-McKinney Steel Company of 
Cleveland, one of the largest in­ 
dependent plants in the country, 
and you’ll find it is owned, lock, 
stock and barrel, by women. 
Owned, but not operated. For 
these five women, who possess in 
their own rights every share of 
voting stocfc in a property worth 
something less than two hund­ 
red million dollars, can afford to 
hire vice presidents as Well 
as 
irorfpuddlers. 
Tragedies of the most 
unex­ 
pected sort have had a part in 
forming this uniquely feminine 
picture of Corrigan-McKinney. 
The last one came when Jam es 
W. Corrigan, president of 
the 
concern, 
dropped 
dead 
in 
his club recently. His wridow was 
informed that she 
controlled 
53 i percent of the stock. 
Mrs. Price McKinney, wife of 
another late president of 
the 
company, already held 30 per­ 
cent of the stock. Mrs. Stevenson 
Burke, wife of the late Judge 
Burke, who was the first head of 
the organization, shared the re­ 
mining 161 per cent with 
her 
grand-daughter, Mrs. 
Pathenia 
Burke Ross, and another woman 
relative. 
From flapping pancakes 
for 
the Prince of Wales to sitting in 
on solemn meetings of directors 
must have been quite a change 
for Mrs. 
“Jim m y” 
Corrigan, 
whose breakfast parties to royal­ 
ty have been the high spot 
of 
London’s social life for 
seyeral 
seasons now. 
When she married 
“Jim m y” 
Corrigan in 1917, she was just a 
mid-west widow. Mrs. Laura Mae 
Martin of Chicago. Since

gates will feel forced to magnify 
for home consumption the extent 
of their defiance of the Colossus 
of the North, few of them will be 
lynched. 
There was and is sentiment in 
the republics to the south which 
would have delighted to rebuke 
the Coolidge-Kellogg policies at 
Havana.

make isolated attempts to hog-tie

but no concerted action 
against us had been planned and

was carried out. 
Latin- 
American nations may be bound 
together by a bond of sentiment, 
but the ties of individual na­ 
tionalistic 
interests 
p r o v e d 
stronger.

A have every reason to congratu­ 
late ourselves.

At the close of the war, the U ni­ 
ted States had surplus war sup­ 
plies and 
road 
equipment 
in 
France estim ated at 
fully $2 - 
000,000,000. Before the order for 
the i eturn of the surplus war 
material, 
equipment and sup­ 
plies then in France had reached 
France, neg otiations had been 
made by our representativ es in 
Fiance for the sale of the pro­ 
perty to France at approx imately 
20 cents on the dollar. 
As this 
surplus war material was 
sold 
the gov ernment of France issued 
bounds to 
the 
United 
States, 
which are in the treasury of the 
United States and jay able sem i­ 
annually . France is pay ing inter­ 
est upon these bonds currently .

If the bank 
g ets its $15,8 00, the capturer of 
Callahan g ets $200. 
Its all v ery interesting, 
this 
being a protector of the public 
weal, but money has alway s been 
reported as the “ curse of 
h u ­ 
m anity and the root of all ev il.” 
So we guess after 
inv estig ating 
Chief Kennedy and Sheriff Coons 
we would just as soon be a g en­ 
eral in the army —or 
ev en 
a 
newspaper man. Very few offic­ 
ers collect all these 
fabulous 
and fabricous rewards—and we 
did take a silv er cup once for

Indianapolis, Ind., March 10— 


Indiana would receive $3,394.125 
lederal aid for highways in ad- 
dition to the amount it now is 
icceiving from the regular fed- 
eral aid road fund under the bill 
introduced by Senator James E. 
Watson to create a special high- 
way fund from the proceeds of 
the sale of surplus war material, 
highway equipment and supplies 
to the government of France. 


The proceeds, amounting to 


$407,231,145. for which France 
has issued bonds to the United 
States bearing 5 per cent inter- 
est, would be distributed under 
the terms of the federal aid road 
act, Watson proposes.

The vital statistics for the 


month of February in the city of 
Rushville and in Rush county 
ran about neck and neck, with 
the exception of the number of 
cases of contagious disease, ac- 
cording to the reports as tabu- 
lated at the office of Dr. E. I. 
Wooden, county health commis- 
sioner. 
Thirty-one cases of measles, 


the only contagious disease hi 
the city, were reported for Feb- 
ruary as the result of a small 
epidemic in Rushville. The town- 
ship fell far below this number, 
there being just four cases of 
diseases reported, one of meas- 
les, one of mumps, one diphther- 
ia and one scarlet fever. 


The deaths in the township, 


however, as did the births, took 
a slight lead over the city of 
Rushville. Ten township deaths 
were reported while eight were 
listed for the city. The number 
of births for the month was also 
slightly higher than the number 
of deaths, the county leading 
with twelve and ten being re- 
ported from the city.

A heavy construction program 


is under contract in Rushville 
and within a few weeks the con- 
tractors will be here starting 
their numerous jobs, with indi- 
cations pointing to one of the 
busiest summers in recent years. 


When all of the contracts get 


under way there will be a gen- 
eral upheaval of dirt in many 
sections of the city and for a 
time travel in almost any direc- 
tion will be full of detours. 


Foremost among the 
con- 


struction program will be the 
paving with concrete of three 
streets. These call for the paving 
of Harrison, Morgan and 
the 


upper end of Perkins street. The 
transcript on the bond issue is 
now being prepared so that the 
bonds can be ordered sold with- 
in the next three weeks. 


The Beard construction com- 


pany of Portland, who have the 
contracts on these three projects, 
are reputed to be one of the big- 
gest in the state, and have 
equipment of all kinds to take 
eye of the job rapidly. They ex- 
pect to move in then- equipment 
and start work in the early part 
of April. 
To complete these paving Jobs, 


a separate contract for curbs and 
gutters will be awarded March 
20 by the city council. 


Other work under contract is 


the-paving of aa alley from First 
to Second street, just west of the 
Howell Brothers service statlonr 
and Jones and Bunzendahl will 
commence this project as soon 
as the weather becomes favor- 
able. 
Petitions are being circulated, 


it is stated, for the paving of 
North Cherry street, from Ele- 
venth to the corporation limits, 
so that this street will conform 
with Willow street, a block west 
of Cherry, and in a section of 
the city where much building 
was done last year. 


Several sewer projects are 


made necessary by the street 
paving, in order to take care of 
the storm water. In some instan- 
ces the paving contracts already

Pennsylvania with 126 litters that 
reached a weight of a ton or 
more each in 183 days, according 
to Dr. C. D. Lowe, extension ani- 
mal husbandman of the tfnited 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Indiana and Tennessee 
tied for second place with 80 
ton-litters each. nitoois pro- 
duced 59, Texas 46, Kentucky 43, 
and Minnesota 40. 


Wisconsin produced the heav- 


iest Utter reported, 12 pigs that 
weighed 3,588 pounds 
at six 


months of age. Pennsylvania is 
credited with the largest litter 
one of 18 pigs. A total of 752 ton- 
Utters were produced/ in the 29 
States. 


This-year's results again de- 


monstrated the value of well- 
bred hogs for pork production, 
for no litter 
in. which pure 


breeding did not 
predominate 


reached the goal of a ton at six 
months of age. The selection of 
sows having the ability to far- 
row large litters, as well as the 
application of improved practi- 
ces to save every pig farrowed, 
was also an important factor in 
the production of these ton-lit- 
ters, most of which consisted of 
ten pigs or more. 


Feeding tests long have indK 


cated that pigs made the cheap- 
est gains when -crowded" 'from 
the time they begin to eat until 
ready for market. The shorter 
feeding period lessens the feed 
"required for maintenance and 
reduces the disease hazard. An- 
other reason for the practice of 
finishing pigs within six months 
is that March pigs will be ready 
for market before the seasonal 
drop in prices which usually 
comes about the first of Septem- 
ber. 


The experience of the 1927 


ton-litter producers not 
only 


proved the advantages of a short 
feeding 
period for 
securing 


cheap gains and in reducing 
disease, but also demonstrated 
the distinct advantage of having 
the pigs ready for early market- 
ing. Hog prices -broke" from $2.-

Even in this age of 
feminism, 


steel manufacturing is supposed 
to be a job for men. But scan the 
list of stockholders hi the Corri- 
gan-McKinney Steel Company of 
Cleveland, one of the largest to- 
dependent plants in the country, 
and you'll find it is owned, lock, 
stock and barrel, by women. 


Owned, but not operated. For 


these five women, who possess in 
their own rights every share of 
voting stock hi a property worth 
something less than two hund- 
red million dollars, can afford to 
hire vice presidents as well as 
irorfpuddlers. 
Tragedies of the most unex- 


pected sort have had a part hi 
forming this uniquely feminine 
picture of Corrigan-McKinney. 
The last one came when James 
W. Corrigan, president of 
the 


concern, 
dropped 
dead 
hi 


his club recently. His widow was 
informed that she 
controlled 


53f percent of the stock. 


Mrs. Price McKinney, wife of 


another late president of the 
company, already held 30 per- 
cent of the stock. Mrs. Stevenson 
Burke, wife of the late Judge 
Burke, who was the first head of 
the organization, shared the re- 
mining 16i per cent with 
her 
grand-daughter, Mrs. Pathenia 
Burke Ross, and another woman 
relative. 
From flapping pancakes 
for 


the Prince of Wales to sitting in 
on solemn meetings of directors 
must have been quite a change 
for Mrs. 
"Jimmy" 
Corrigan, 


whose breakfast parties to royal- 
ty have been the high spot of 
London's social life for several 
seasons now. 


Wh'en she married 
"Jimmy* 


Corrigan to 1917, she was just a 
mid-west widow. Mrs. Laura Mae 
Martin of Chicago. Since then 
she has been called the 
most 


beautiful, the most 
charming, 


the most successful hostess in 
the world.

her rise to social heights in Lon- 
don instead of New York.
